LATESTEDITION. 
BACK TO WORK. 


Switchmen in Several East St. 
Louis Yards Go Back 
To-Day. 


The General Strike Situation on 
Both Sides of the River. 


The Deputies Who Did the Shooting on Fri- 
day Released To-Day and Immediately Re- 
arrested—Strikers on Trial—Inquest on the 
Bodies of the Victims of the Massacre—Lo- 
comotive Engineers—The Status of the 
Strike at the Various Points on the South- 


west System. 


There were no developments of a startling 
nature in the strike situation to-day. At Pal- 
estine, Tex., thirteen Knights of Labor 
seceded from the local assembly; two 
strikers were arrested at DeSoto, 
Mo., for assaulting a ‘‘scab’’ employe of the 
road, and at other points upon the Gould Sys- 
tem everything is quiet and the 
strikers are still holding out. United 
States Commissioner Henry, Gov. Ireland and 
Judge Pardee continued their investigation of 
the strike troubles in Texas. Locally the 
switchmen and yardmen of the Ohio 
& Mississipppi andthe Chicago, Burlington 
& Quincy Roads returned to work in a body 
and trains were made up and run out without 
difficulty. The Deputy Sheriffs who figured in 
the East 8t. Louis shooting were released 
this morning upon writs of habeas corpus and 
re-arrested, charged with being fugitives from 
justice, warrants having been sworn out 
against them for murder in St. Clair 
Oounty, Ill. The cases against Judge 
Advocate McGarry and his associates 
for obstructing trains came up in the Court of 
Oriminal Correction to-day, but Judge Noonan 
reserved his decision. Grand Master Sar- 
geant has issued a call fora meeting to con- 
sider the fremens’ grievances.

EAST Sr. LOUIS. 


Protection in Plenty and Some of the Strikers 


Go to Work. 

The situation in East St. Louis to-day may be 
summed up briefly as follows: The protection 
afforded “by the militia is ample, those 
desiring to go to werk, whether old 
employes or new men, are being 
engaged by the railroad companies, but as a 


matter of fact, none of the old yardmen have 
returned to work, and but very few new ones 
south of the bridge. 

At the Oairo Short line one freight train was 
sent out this morning and two more will 
2 be ready to go this afternoon. At 

he L. & N. one train was sent out inthe fore- 
noon and another partially made up which 
will be completed and g@ East before dark. 

The roads nortn of the bridge, with the ex- 
ception of the Vandalia; are resuming more 
satisfactorily. At the O. 4 M. the old yard 
and switchmen returned to work to-day. 

At the O., B. & Q. all the old men have gone 
back to work but one. 

Atthese two roads the men are working 
without any guard whatever, as there is no 
need for protection. 

The Belt Road has engaged five new switch- 
men and will resume business some time this 
afternoon. 


The other yards on the island are resuming 


slowly with the small forces they have. 

On account of the scarcity of cars the Cairo 
Short Line is receiving only car-load stuff to- 
day,but will begin to take package freight to- 
morrow.

Inquest Over the Victims of the East St. 
Louis Tragedy. 

At the inquest begun Saturday on the bodies 
of the victims of Friday’s tragedy, Joseph 
Mitchell, a switchmen and resident of East St. 
Louis; testified that he was present at the 
shooting and saw the first man fall. He was 
not sure of the effects of the firing after that 
Arat shot. He had been to the Four Courts 
and identified a number of prisoners there as 
the men who did the shooting. 

Charles Beable, a foreman in Smith’s ice- 
house, said he had seen Deputy Hewlett, the 
detective for the L. & N. Railroad, fire the first 
shot.

A VICIOUS LICENSE. 

Some voting which the Senate recorded 
last Thursday on pending amendments to 
the Kansas & Arkansas Valley Railway 
bill makes it clear that the country will 
have to look to some other body for a 
check upon stock-watering and other 
fraudulent processes of capitalization in 
railroad construction and management. 

In granting the right of way to the 
Atchison, Topeka & Santa Fe Company 
to build a branch 240 miles long, from 
Kansas down the Arkansas River through 
the Indian Territory to a connection with 
the New Orleans roads in the State of Ar- 
kansas, Congress makes a contract which 
will antedateany future law or State Con- 
stitution under which the road may be 
operated, and the privileges and powers 
thus granted will hold good against any 
future local law that may be made 
for the government of the road. Accord- 
ingly amendments to the grant were offered 
by Van WI of Nebraska and PLATT 
of Connecticut imposing on the railroad 
certain restrictions which sore experience 
has taught the whole country are necessa- 
ry and wholesome, and without which no 
State of this Union will everagain grant a 
charter for a railroad across its domain. 
Van Wrer's amendment forbade the issue 
of any more stock or bonds than would 
represent the actual cost of building and 
equipping the road, and PLaTrT’s provided 
that no share of stock should be transfer- 
able until 50 per cent. of its par value had 
been paid and the amount sworn to by the 
officers of the company. The adoption of 
these amendments by Congress would 
only have subjected that part of the road 
lying in the Indian Territory to a restric- 
tion which is embodied in the Constitution 
of Arkansas, the State which charters the 
branch company, but whose laws do not 
operate in the Indian Territory. 

But although no Senator attempted to 
show that these restrictions were unneces- 
sary or improper, they were rejected by 
more than two-thirds of those voting; a 
majority of the Senators dodging. It was 
simply said that the restrictions would 
prevent the building of the road, and, to 
secure that, one of the greatest stdok- 
watering combinations in the country was 
authorized by the Senate to fasten the 
curse of fraudulentand predatory capital- 
ization upon the Indian Territory for all 
time. 

The plea that such vicious and licentious 
charters are necessary to enlist capital in 
railroad construction has paved the way 
for such a long train of abuses, has pro- 
duced so much extortion, discontent 
and mischief in this country, that public 
opinion almost universally condemns it. 
It is nonsense to talk about limiting com- 
mon carriers to reasonable compensation 
while the law makes them monopolies 
and permits them to water their stock at 
will. Some carrier corporations, per- 
haps most of the street railways 
in the United States, are permitted 
now to earn large dividends on 
a fictitious capitalization many times 
the actual investment or cost. This 
is simply robbery under legal license, and 
the self-governing people of this country, 
more deeply wronged in this way than the 
subjects of any military monarchy in 
Europe, will not stand it much longer. 
They are applying the remedy in their 
State laws, and they will not approve the 
failure of Congress to apply it in every 
grantto corporations. The House hasa 
chance to make a popular record on this 
Senate bill, and if that body follows the 
Senate the President will have an oppor- 


tunity to send in a very popular veto.

NEw YORK, April 12.—The WORLD says: It 
is certain that if the seed of home rule is once 
planted in Ireland it will take root and grow. 
After a year’s trial the north of Ireland will be 
as much in its favor as any other part of the 
country. No Irishman would thereafter con- 
sent to part with it. An insufficient measure 
would be followed by an universal demand 
from Ireland for its extension and the 
reasonableness of the demand would then be 
conceded by fair-minded Englishmen. Such 
revolutions do net go backward, and a just 
measure once in actual operation is certain to 
overcome prejudice. The most insignificant 
concession of home rule will, therefore, be of 
great value to Ireland. It seems to be clearly 
a wise policy on the part of Mr. Parnell and 
his followers to accept now the best 
measure they can secure and to back 
up Mr. Gladstone in passing,not such a bill as 
Ireland would desire, but such a bill as a 
friendly English Minister can bring from the 
British Parliament. 

THE TRIBUNE. 

The Tribune says: ‘‘Cannot workingmen 
understand that they are taking bread from 
their own mouths and money out of their own 
pockets by such behavior as they have in- 
duiged in recently? No prejudice should 
blind them to a fact so important to their own 
interests. Business men all see it, and yet to 
them the disturbance means only a little 
difference in profits. For even in St. Louis 
where the disturbances have been greatest,

Judge Thayer To-day rendered a decision 
overruling a demurrer recalling Life Associa- 
tion troubles in the case of David R. Boogher 
against Henry w. Hough. The Court thinks 
that the amended petition states sufficient 
facts to avoid the conclusive effect 
of the conviction in the Court of Orim- 
imal Correction. The allegation was thas 
the prosecution was without cause and 
malicious, and that Mortimer F. Taylor was 
jointly charged with the crime forthe fraudu- 
lentand wrongful purpose of depriving Mr.

Confederate Documents.

— There has 
lately come into the possession of Gen. Mar- 
ous J. Wright, in charge of the Confederate 
army records, collected under the authority 
of the War De ent, a mass of 
documents and correspondence belonging to 
the Confederate Military District of Texas. 
most interesting portion of them consists o 
official correspondence between Don Albino 
a ae Mexican Governor of Tamaulipas, 
an Gen. . . Bee of the 
Confederate Army, commanding the Western 
sub-district of Texas, with headquarters at 
Fort Brown. This correspondence resulted in 
the only instance during the war where the 
representatives of an reign power held 
anything more than informal communication 
with the agents of the Confederate Govern- 
ment, or concede to it nye in 
addition to the undisturbed rights of 
a belligerent. The were complaints of 
depredations on exican territory by 
Confederate soldiers. The correspondence 
terminated with the adoption of ‘‘articles of 
agreement concluded between the civil and 
mili commandant ofthe State of Tamau- 
Upas, Don Albino Lopez, and Hamilton P. 
Bee, ier-General commanding the 
Western sub-district of Texas; signed and 
ratified February 25, 1863.’’ This document 
was a treaty of extradition and reciprocal in- 
demnity, and in it the Confederate States were 
expressly recognized as a nation.
